JOHN SANFORD ADVOCATES ADOPTION OF 
THE FRENCH SELLING RACE RULE. 

Scheme Will Be Tried Out at Belmont Park Today 
— Horse Claimed Ineligible to Start 
Feature of System. 



The selling or ebiimiiig race, at one mile, for 
three-y«*ar-ohls and over, to Ik* run at Reb.ient 
Park as the sixtii race, may initiate 

a mov<*ment of revolutionary «-har:n*ter in the field 
of selling races in the ITiited .States. It will Ik* 
the first selling ra«*t* run on this side of toe 
.\tl:iiitie iimh'r the Frem*h s:‘Iling r:n*e s<*ln*ine, 
whii'h the J«»ekey Club has 4»ft»‘ii Ik-cii urged to 
adopt ami, the fa<*t that tin* «‘XiK*rinient is to lie 
made at last, is owing to tin* |K*rsisteiit effort of 
.bdiii Sanf<»rd of Amsterdam, a memlK*r of the 
New \ ork State Racing ('onimissioii. steward of the 
.Ioek»*y ( Iiib :iinl the leading bre»*der of thorough - 
hre<|s in (In* FTiipire st.ite. 

Mr. Sanfonl. in emiinieii with most Americans 
wim h;jve raced in Frame, and long held the 
eoiivi«*tb»n th;it tin* Kreneli rule governing selling 
rae«*s is a ni.iike:! iniprovenn nt over the English 
rule, which has always had the call in this coun- 
try. A y«*.*ir ago last winter he urged the Jo<‘key 
(Tub to adopt it ill its entirety tin* French idea and 
he offered ill regular form an amemlmeiit to tin* 
rubs of rm ing to effe<*t that end. Rut the Jm key 
(’liib. with its habitual <*oiiserva(ioii. deferred action 
until last winter, wln ti it was decided to give the 
French id«*a :i trial some time this j'ear. 

Any horse entered 4»veriiight in this raee of next 
Thursday, unless seratelied at the regular time, 
may Ik* elaime«l by any iK*rson. save bis owner, for 
his eiitercil price, plus tin* value of the raee to 
the wiiiin*!*. and .as miieli niort* as tin* claimer elects 
to offer. Any horse as 4*laimed will Ik* ineiigihle to 
start. Intended starters must Ik* in the paddock 
for insim-tiiui forty five niiiiiites lK*f»ire the time 
fixed for tin* starting of the raee. The.v ma.v be 
<‘lainied from that time up t«i thirty miniites liefore 
starting time, wln*n tin* right to claim expires. 
Any overnight entry failing t«* apiiear in the pad- 
dock as provided ;ind not regularly reimrted to the 
liaddock judge, Avill be ineligible to start. 

Some Objects of the Rule. 

The objt'i't of this rule Is to prevent persons 
desiring to make sure lM*ts on horses in selling races 
from taking unfair and unsportsmanlike advant.ige 
of the «*xisti;ig nns:itisf;u*tor.v selling race regula- 
tions, whieh h.ave oc<*:isi«»n«‘d no 4*nd of unsavory 
scandal in tin* last fifteen or tw«*iit.v .vears. ITider 
a general applie.itioii of the Fnnch system, all 
owners must at all times put pn»per valuations on 
their selling platers if they desire to ke<*p them 
:ind groups of sinTi horses projK*rl.v w«*ighted would 
insure racing of the ke«*in*st sort. 

(T.'iimiiig is not to Ik* n*stricted nierel.v to iM*rsoiis 
making 4*utries in these ra<«*s. Nor is the outsider, 
who ma.v ilesire t«> jmjsscss himself of a plater. 
eoiifiin*d in his 4*hoice to the winner, which, under 
the (*xistiiig s.vst4*ni, is offered at auetkm after the 
finish. All bi.ls are to Im* handed to the secretary, 
or «T«*rk of tin* eoiirs«*. sealed, ainl this fiiin'tionary 
is the only person who may know of unsuccessful 
bids. 

TTie feature of the Frein*h s<*lieme which com- 
nn*nds it most stnmgl.v to the believer in fair 
pla.v, is the clause d«*n.ving tin* claimed ln»rse the 
right t«> start. This restriction restrains the greed 
of the potential iTainier as well as it 4 -urhs the 
selfishness of the iK*rson. having the protet'tion 
of < oniparatively unlimited ca'utal. who seeks a 
safe, blit unfair nn‘<limii of siK*«*ulation. A phase 
that b:is an irresistibb* :iM!K*al to the lover of 
first-class racing, is that it will tend to keep 
the weights up and thereby give jo<*keys of age and 
expcriein*e tin* opportunity b» pursue their calling 
many years longer than tlie.v ma.v have bad in 
tin* past. It has bad that effect in France. 

The raee tnicks g«*nerall.v seem to f:ivor the 
••liaiige And if, after tin* idea has had a fair trial 
at R(*lmont Bark. :ind at other N»*w York tracks, 
horsemen tak«* to it, its adoption as the governing 
selling race prineiple will follow in the natural 
4*oiirse of events, Mr. Sanford, who in the last four 
or five .vears has taken a nion* active part in aetnal 
ra<'ing than he used to in tin* past, is milking a 
|N*rson:iI canvass for the promotion of his reform 
that is winning it nian^' adherents.

If twenty men from Australia or New Zealand 
interested in racing — and the majority of those 
“down under’* are — were invited to express their 
opinion as to the best horses ever produced by the 
('oininoinvealHi it is safe to say that Carbine would 
Ik* named by iiinetiHUi of them. During his raeing 
eareer this animal was as great an idol in Australia 
as w«*re Bendigo and Victor Wild in this country. 

('arbine was by Musket — Mersey, by Knowsley — 
Clemence, by Newm luster— Eulogy, and was bred 
in 1HK3. As a two-year-old Carbine ran five races 
and won them all. These victories were recordi*d 
in the ChristHiiirch lloiM*ful Stakes, Middle Park 
Stakes, Dunedin Champagne Stakes, Christehurch 
('hampagne Stakes, and Challenge Stakes — his tri- 
umph in the last-named event, run ov»*r three- 
qii.'irters, which he covered in 1:15, representing a 
more than ordinarily good performance. 

He was not seen out as a thn*e -year-old until 
the Australian IkThy, in which he got the worse 
of a terrifh* striiggh* with Ensign, wliich scrambled 
home by a hc;id. By way of demonstniting that 
he was no worse for his Derliy effort, Carbine 
actiijill.v won three races on tlie same afternoon. 
One of tiM'se was the Victoria Racing Course Foal 
St.’ikes, in whicli he carried 132 pounds and de- 
feated several of the best horses of tlie iM*rioil. 

Ill* next coiniM>ted for the Sydney Cup, in which 
he had to coiieede weight all round. 'This hi* ac- 
coinidislied without difficulty, covering the two 
miles in 3:31. Altogether in his second year tin* 
son of Musket ran ten times, and his only defeat 
was that in the iKrhy, as noted almve. ilis final 
performance for the ye.ir was in the Australian 
.lockey Club Plate, a tliree-mih* race, in which 
Ije .scori'd coinfortiihly. 

Carbine Unplaced for Once. 

Carbine was not fighting fit when he re-niqM'ar- 
cd as a four-year-old, and was for the first and 
only time in his e:ireer out of tlie leading tliree. 
'Towards tin* end of tlie year, however, he had re- 
gained Ids old brillianc*', and at tlie Sydney meet- 
ing lie won no fewer than five raees in four days. 
'I'he most ini|Nirtaiit of thesi* vietories was oh- 
taiiiv'd ill tlie Sydney Cup, wliicli he annexed for 
till* sernnd time. On this oeeasion he was bur- 
dened witli 13,5 iNMinds. His aggregate of wins for 
this ye;ir was nine, over dist:iiii*es varying from 
j seven-eightlis to liiree miles. Almost as glorious 
;is these triumpiis was ids defeat in the MellMiiirni’ 
Clip, in whieli he ran seeond witli 140 iNiiinds on his 
baek. 

By tills time Carbine bad tboroiiglily est;iblislii*d 
iiimself in tin* :ifl'eetions of tlie Australian piiblie, 
and ids exploits as a five-year-old were sucli as to 
make liim even more |M»piilar. He eommenced by 
winning .Viistralian Jinkey Cluli Spring Stakes, 
earrying 131 pounds, following tliis up witli sue- 
cesses in the Craven Plate and tlie MellNiiirne 
Stakes. Tlieii c:iine Ids greatest triimipii. Tins 
was associated with tlie ^lellNuirne Cup, in Avhich 
he was set to carry the hunting weiglit of 145 
lionnds. 

This notwithstanding, the majority of specula- 
tors refused to eonsider anything else, and Carbine 
started a hot favorite. Moreover, lie won with 
grotesque ease, eonipleting tin* two miles in 3 : 2 S* 4 . 
'I’he merit of tlie |»erformance may lie gathered from 
tin* fact tliat llighiNirn. one of the b«*st of Aus- 
tralia’s r;ie»*rs, which was second, was in receipt 
of fifty iNUinds. Needless to say, the winner met 
with a tremendous reeeptioii, the sjieetators going 
almost wild with deligiit. 

Defeat by Marvel Soon Avenged. 

Ill his next r:i<*e he met his conqueror in Marvel, 
but iM'fore the afternoon had drawn to a elos«* Car- 
Idne had avenged tliis ih*feat. Marvel l><*ing lM*aten 
fairly easily. Carbine ran in but one more raee, 
whii h lie won. During his four seasons of hetivity 
he ran in fort.v -tliree raees. of whieh he won 
thirty -threi*. while In* was seeond six times :ind third 
on three occasions. In stakes he won a sum within 
a few liiindreds of $1.54MK)0. 

Carbine, whieh was bred in New Zealand, chaiigeil 
hands tliree times, his final pnrcliaser lH*ing the 
Duke of Portland, who s»*eim*d iiini for 13.<NMi 
guineas. J. B. Ilaggin. the American breeder, was 
also desirous of acquiring tin* liorse. hut tin* Eng- 
lisli commissioner “got there first,’* and Carbine 
was duly installed at WellH*ck. 

It was in 1S9.5 that Carbine arrived in this coun- 
try and he simmi madt* good. His most famous 
son is Spearmint, whicli won the Derby and Grand 
Prix de Paris of 194M5 for Major LMler. Other of 
his progeny of note are Wargrave (the Cesan*witeli 
winm*r of 19**4 i. Carbine (wliich won the Chester 
Clip and Manehester .November Handicap), Bomlia 
(whii'h cn*ated a stir wlien, starting ;it 25 to 1 
against, he ln*at Santo Strato. SilM*ria. Yentoi ami 
a eonple of “Freiiclmieii’’ in the .\scot Gold Cup 
of IJMK*), Dniidoii.'ild (a Duke of York Stakes win- 
ner), Gingal, Ramrod, Cargill, Caro, Glaeis, Great- 
orex. llaytor and Fowling- I’ieee — to name some of 
tlie more iniiMirtant. 

I’revioiis to his purchase by the Duke of Port- 
land, Carbine had a few seasons of stud life in 
Australia, during whii*h he sired Walhiee and 
AmlM*rite. in addition to several lesser Tights. — 
“J. F, P.,’’ in Lomlon Sporting Life.

Career of Admiral Sir Hcd'vorth Meuz as a Sup- 
porter of the Turf. 



It is fortunate for the racing and breeding in- 
dustry that it has such a staunch friend as Sir 
IliHiworth Meux in the House in the present 
troublous times. Tin' gallant Admiral has s«*eii to 
it that the small hut noisy section of meinliers 
who eonsistantly o]qN>se sport have not hud the 
platform to tliemselves. Sir Hedw'orth, who was 
iKirn in l.S.5(J, is tlie third son of the seeond Earl 
of Durham, and has had a highly distinguished 
eareer. He entered the navy in 1S70; attaiimd the 
rank of eaptniii nineteen years later, and was made 
an Admiral two years ago. He served in the 
Egyptian war in 1S82, while in later years he 
eoiiimaiided the naval brigade in Ladysmith. Sir 
Iledworth iinsiieeessfiilly contested Newcastle in 
the Lib«*ral interests in 1900, hut was returned 
as a Unionist for Portsmouth last year. 

I>(‘spite the numerous demands upon his time 
Sir Iledworth has bien able to indulge in stiort 
fairly extensively. His first nieehorse w’as named 
Darlington, trained at Beverly by Tom Green. 
Darlington won a small raee at York in the 
eighties, following up this success with two 
others in selling events at Stockton. Subsequently 
Sir Iledworth met w ith little luck until -IBOS, when 
he won a eoiijih* of raees with Riiy Lqiez. a eolt 
by Simoiitaiilt Moiuhe. The more valuable of these 
was the North Derby, wortli well over a “thou- 
sand.’* Ill this he w:is ridden by Maher, and won 
b.v a neck from Dropniore, lielonging to his 
brother, I.iord I>iirh:ini. 

Riiy Lopez a Winning Jumper. 

Rii.v I.i<qH*z later had his attention turned to 
stecpleehasing. and at the Grand Military Meeting 
of 190.5 he larried off tlie Gold Cup from Do Be 
tjiiiek and Biiekiiiinter, with half a dozen others 
ill the n*ar. Riiy Lqiez was ridden by that fim* 
soldier rider. Captain Stae|NHde. Another useful 
animal Avas Eiirolas. a daughter of Siinoiitaiilf— 
Rosedew, Avliieh won tlie Gosforth Park Biennial 
at Newcastle in the siiniiiier of l‘MI.5. wliile in the 
following season she won a eoiipk* of handicaps at 
llaydock Bark. 

AVitliout ininh question, however, the lM*st animal 
ever owned h.v tin* Admiral is Dansellon. a son 
of Cli.iiieer- Fortor, whii h lias already avoii 
• tiir«*e of the five ev 4 *nts in AvIiieh he has taken 
p;irt. lie was well lM*ateii liy Milhrie in his first 
race at langfield early last year, while he was 
one of tlie last tlir 4 *«* in tlie Exeter Stakes, won by 
Kniitsford. in First July Week. He was quite a 
different niiim:il in the autumn. He caused iniieh 
surprise by lH*:iting Kniitsford :ind Diadem in the 
lbqM*fiil Stakes at tin* First Oetobi*r Meeting, w’hile 
a montii later, in a fine finish, in* Inait Cimi d’Or, 
Vallanee, and others in the lloiigliton Stakes. At 
tlie Craven Meeting last month he was saddled for 
the Crav»*n Stakes, and although he was not so fit 
as h<* will hi* later on. In* won by a head from 
Rhona. Ever.voiie is gratified tliat the Admiral has 
a n*ally gtHid horse at last, and should— as we eon- 
fid**ntly exiH*et--a sidistitiite for the Derliy be run, 
Dansellon will In* among Die most fancied (*uudi- 
dates.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 



The tide of gold whieh brought lietAveen $1,250.- 
000.000 and $1..5<M).000.0<M) to this eountry Avithiii the 
1.1st tliirt.v months apparently has turned. The 
riiit(*d States exfsirted $.3.3.170.171 more gold in 
Ma.v th:m imported and the total stoek in this 
eoiiutry toilay is probably $40,iHMM)(M) loss tliaii it 
Avas on May 1. Imports of gold eeased alxiiit the 
middle of May. Exinirts for June and July Avill 
lx‘ at the rate, officials estimate, of alxiiit $400,- 
000.000 a year. The government iioav has on hand, 
offieial figim*s show. $.3,088,711,272 gold, or ap- 
proximately one -third of the total supply' of the 
Avorld. 

A German siihmarine is believed to have been 
Slink by an anmnl Anierie:iii steamer Tuesday in 
a running fight lasting an hour and a half, in 
whii-li thirty -flA-e shots Avere fin*d by the siihmarine 
and twenty -five by the steamer. An offieial aii- 
iioiiiieement hy the state department yesterday says 
the steamer’s final shot “appar«*ntly striiek the 
submarine, Avhieh r:iis«*d clear out of the Avater and 
stood stern end up for a few seconds. It theu 
disapiieared.” 

Rec*eipts from the soccer games in the Lineashire 
:iiul Midland s«M*tion of the English Leagin* during 
the season Avhieh has just concluded shows the large 
amount of $332,150 taken at the gates. Of this 
sum $50,525 went in government tax and $12,820 to 
charities, while h*ague management expenses ab- 
sorbed $2,995. 

Complete returns from New Jersey, the first 
state to come in, show registration of ,302,800. 
The estimate by the census bureau was 309,503. At 
noon 110 governor of any other state had made a 
complete re|)ort. Governors of Missouri and Ohio 
stated tliat their reports would be delayed because 
of storms. 

Belgium will send an official mission to the 
United States, headed by Baron Moncheur, former 
minister liere. It will arrive within the next three 
weeks. Bidgiuni regards the United States as her 
great benefactor and is eager to express her appre- 
ciation in the most whole-hearted way. 

Incomplete registration figures show that over 
10,000,090 men between the ages of 21 and 31 
throughout the country registered yesterday for 
army service. 

Detroit already has oversubscribed its allotment 
of $33,000,000 for the Liberty Bonds, Henry Ford 
helping by subscribing $5,000,000.
